Suspended upen the cable had been 4 large canister or ball (Colonel 
HUGHES could not discern which) also silver in color, This canister or ball 
had the apoearance of being slightly to the rear of the top pars of the ob= 
iee%e The overall appearance of the object, assording to Colonel HUGHES, 
locked something similar to the parachute and caniuter containing photecraphio 
Seating oquigmens deeypped from a Y=? rookete Colonel DUGHZS had kapt the 
objses in sight for avproxiaately five seconds but hed lost it at exactly 
2513 wurst. At the time be had lost gight of the object, IUGHSS* alrorart 
ood Owen imdicsating 510 alles per hour air sped, and the object had appeared 
ve fly away from him on a horizontal plane rather than a vertical decline, 
WGHSS further stated toms che ob jest oi zat ceseibly have changed course 
juring the-time iS wes in his sight bus it wes iapeesible for hin to definitely 
osweplian this fact as his atrera?t bad been in a sharp ‘urn during par’ of 
oo time that the object was in sight.
